"As far as tho domination of Cen- 
tral Kurope by Germany Is concerned, 
I am very much afraid that it li a 
realily" said CountcHS Listowel in oill- 
lining German ambitions in her .iddrc.i.-, 
on "Central I'liirope and tho tlormnn 
riand Wagon" before Iho People's 
l''oriiin last night, 

Tho Countcs.5 of Listowcl began by 
tracing tho Growth of tho Idea of 
N'.atlonal Soclall.im from Its beginning 
in I'nhcmin in 1!)07 to Us culmination, 
with the addition ot nnti-scmctism and 
antl-clcricallsm In "Mcln KampI" of 
Hitler.

• ounlric.i undTstand H, di'l not e.xlsl 
in Central Kuropo Ijcfore the war, the 
siicakcr continued, no thai when Ihc 
.Miles forced it on Germany after the 
war the Germans did not know how 
In use it ; the idea wa^ out ot acj;ord 
with them and they longed for a little 
of the pre-war pomp and flourish, 
'rhiis tho election of Hindenburg as 
President can bo understood. The 
humllintlons put upon Germany by the 
Versailles 'J'reaty, tho abuses o( Ihc 
rihinc militarization, an dhte devalua- 
tion of the .M.irc, by which the old 
aristocr.icy and the niiddio class <ycrc 
wiped out, all reduced Germany lo a 
stale of desperation and bitterness. So 
when Adolf Hitler came along and with 
his powerful oratory, began to expound 
Ihe superiority ot Gsrmans It can he 
understood why Germany accepted 
him. 

IC Iho Allies had been willing to 
gt'ant Germany .^ome concession during 
this period ot desperation, the situa- 
tion in Europe would bo far different 
today, said the .speaker. .\s It was. 
Hitler attained control in JOuu and 
Gorman retrenchment began. Germany 
Icfl the League ot Nalions and launch- 
ed a program of rearmament. She rc- 
milllnrlzcd tho Rhino and abolished 
International control of German rivers. 
Then Hitler looked .ibout for allies. An 
ngrccmcnt, was made with Poland first. 
Then asslmilnlion of Austria was tried, 
but all ntlcmpta were frulllcis. When 
Iho Nail PiiLsch In Au.ttria failed, the 
Germans realized coups d'etat were of 
no ii.se, .so lhe.v tried Kconomic 
ponctration. This seemed more natural, 
for Germany la tli^ logical market for 
Contrat ]Ouropc,'âD(^|dçriuans never 
stop III trado 8(vliiial*lllcro Is a well 
orsanlzed pro-German minority in al- 
most nil of Central I'^uropcnn Stati-a 
cxcopllng Czecho. Slovakia, and tho 
l.llllo . t'lntnnlo Is practically nt the 
point nf diasolulion. .

Thus Germany has established her- 
self naatn with Central Kuropo because 
the several states place malittcnnncc 
o fthol rlrndo nbovu their fear of .sub. 
jedlliiii. A.s f.ir a.s Italy Is conccrnod,

ing tho ISthloplun war. Still "however 
nice they may talk to each other" I^ily 
and Clornfiany have loo many similar 
ainlillliMi.s tiiiil ll.ily i» ilotormlnod to 
Udiip linrniaiiy out of .\iistrlu for one 
thing. Mornnvcr however much Hun- 
gary may need Germany economically 
she rinea not trusty her friendship! and

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Prosperity Gets To Work 

THE new lerni briiigf? with it a new year, 
prophetic of and filled with new things, 
new forces — for the first time for many 
a lonpT day. prosîxirity hitches up its pants 
and gets down to some solid groundwork. 
In one way the trend is back to the old, 
to the high-pressured era of boom propor- 
tions, but there is underneath a stabilizing 
power comprising unique factors: a mutual 
front recognizing the universal nature of 
man as it was never known in the ]>ast 
not-so-far-off decides. Political experi- 
mentation at home and abroad settles 
down to something nearing sanity; even 
in the Fascist and Communist states a 
novel meaning is being given the old 
distorted interpretation of humanity. With 
these things we can expect a certain sub- 
siding into backwash the mora noisy issues 
of the day that pop up in perpetual con- 
tradiction In the daily press. All- over the 
world the signs would seem to point not 
merely to the return of prosperity but 
with sometliing' that seldom goes with 
prosperity — a quota of common-sense and 
stability. 

In the field of university work there 
has been an emphasis placed for the last 
two or three years by old graduates and 
graduates not so old on the increasing ten- 
dency of college youth towards seriousness 
and moi'e maturity than our predecessors 
possessed. "T^'hile it is not exactly up to us 
to affirm the truth of this, if we were in a 
position to make a statement, we would 
sny it was true. Full proof of such pud- 
dings should' be given in the forth-coming 
year. Not only are hard work and con- 
centration elements contributing to that 
state where pi»is€ may be met with hon- 
esty, but parucularly are sincerity and 
enthusiasm necèssary. Nothing can vitalize 
undergraduates and so lift them out of the 
role of-rintelifictual clogs so much as sin- 
cerity ana" 'enthusiasm. With these the 
imdergraduate. is the college not the college 
the undergraduate. Let's see what prosper- 
ity can do toward bringing the more vital 
•rosperity to our campuses, — for despite 
'0ourable criticism, there have been at 
many times lean years.

Socialization Of Medicine 

THE time is fast approaching when an 
impasse wiU be reached' in the relation- 
ship of the doctor to the rest of society. 
Each year the average physician finds 
that a larger number of his calls are char- 
itable ones for which there is no hope of 
receiving payment. Patients are resorting 
more and more to the medical clinics where 
they may receive care without personal 
cost. Meanwhile the doctor struggles along 
with a reduced intonie and sometimes is 
forced to carry on with insufficient equip- 
ment for his profession. 

What should be done to alleviate this 
situation? Instantly government control 
suggests itself. Governments have come a 
long way in the ])rotection of the nations' 
health since the times when they inter- 
fered to prevent the great plagues from 
sweeping over the lands. Immunization by 
vaccination, in.stallation of suitable water 
.supplies, establishment of 'Minlster,s of 
Health, grants to hospitals all have aided 
in bringing about a better standard of 
health. Now it is propo.sed that the gov- 
ernment take the final step and make all 
doctors the servants of the country. It is 
interesting^ to watch the experiments that 
are being tried out in several communities 
of the Western provinces. There doctors 
are paid an ajinuai salary by the local gov- 
ernment in return for which they supply 
medical sei-vice to the community. The ef- 
ficacy of the system remains yet to be seen, 
Others suggest a scheme of social in- 
surance, in which families would j)ay a cer- 
tain monthly sum to a syndicate of medical 
men, in return for which they would receive 
medical aid at any time. Such a system is 
now functioning in Los Angeles with en- 
couraging result?. About twenty doctors 
have foi'inod a group, taken over a liospilal, 
and are now working at full time and at 
a profit. Under such a scheme the patient 
is more prone to approach his doctor and 
is free to consult anyone in the syndicate, 
Thus an inlerviev/ with a specialist would 
cost no nioj-e Diaii one willi a general prac- 
titioner. On the other hand, the docU^r is 
grlad to receive the patient with only a tilight 
ailment, because in such cases he. can often 
apprehend a disease in its first stages and 
ward it off with little trouble. Moreover, 
the physician is assured of a steady income 
and can devote himself to his work witli
